powerful third political organiza- 
tion by 1924.

Chicago, July 5, — The federated 
_farmerlabor party, with a platform 
under the leadership of the workets' ! 
party of America, was bérn here td- 
night, but’ without the farmer-labor 
party, which réfuséd to join. A sub- 
stitute to the organization's committee 
platform was submitted by the caucus 
of the farmer-labor delegates, but was 
tabled by thunderous vote. One of 
tne substitute’s section provided that 
no organization affiliated with the 
third internationale at Moscow could 
be a group to the party. 

Farmer-Lahor Basis. 

The caucus report offered the 
structure of the farmer-labor partys 
as the basis of the new party organi- 
gation, to be launched under its name, 
and to be open to affiliation by a! 
groups whose doctrine did not adyn-| 
cate foree and violence in obtaining 
control of political government. After 
it was voted down a motion was 
adopted to recess for .he election uf 
a national executive committee. 

The substitute was feebly  sup- 
ported but elicited speeches of’ radi- 
cal nature that repeatedly brought din 
to the conference, made up.of dele- 
gates representing industrial and farm 
workers here meeting with the con- 
vention of the farmer-labor party. E. 
Backus, newly arrived delegate from 


California, where he said he repre- 
sented the non-partisan league, was 
among the first to get the floor.

Deal in History 


British Government Bonds 
for $4,600,000,000 Hand- 
ed Over to U. S. 


Washington, July 5.—The biggest 
financial deal jin history was com- 
pleted Thursday when Great Brit- 
ain handed to the United States her 
government bonds to the amount of 
$4,600,000,000 and received in re- 
turn cancelled I. O. U. for $4,074,- 
818,358.44 which she gave when the 
huge war borrowings were made. 

This exchange of definite British 
government bonds for the demand note 
was made in accordance with terms 
of the debt funding agreement reach- 
ed here some time ago. The big trans- 
action was clesed in a purely routine 
way when the counsellor of the Brit- 
ish embassy called at the treasury de- 
partment. 


GOVERNOR CALLS 
FOR COMMISSION 
UN TAXPROBLEMS 


Suggests Special Meeting 

of Legislature in Fall 
and Shortening of the 
Present Session.

Governor Clifford M. Walker, in 
his promised ‘message dealing with 
the tax of the. state, which 
rhe sent fo the general assembly 
Thursday and which was read be- 
fore both houses, suggests the crea- 
tion of a special commission to study 
the needs of the state in taxation, 
and the calling of a special session 
lafer in the year, after this commit- 
tee has Lad time to complete its in- 
vestigations and made its report and 
recommiendations. 

To do this, he suggested also, that 
the legislature might win the grati- 
tude of the entire state by winding 
up its other affairs within thirty 
days, thus allowing for a special ses- 
sion of twenty days in the fall, to be 
devoted to the tax problem, without 
exceeding the fifty day limit set by 
the constitution for the annual ses- 
sion. In this way, 


used up the entire fifty days tine. 
Proposes Joint Commission. 

On his tax commission, Governor 
Walker proposed that a joint com- 
mittee from both senate and house 
be increased by adding members rep- 
resentative ot the farmers, the busi- 
ness inen, manufacturers, and other 
interesis of the state. Tie would have 
this committee invest:,ate the tax 
systems ef other statis ane hold pub- 
lic hearings at ce:mtral points in all 
sections of Georgia. 

While making no spetific request 
for the adoption of any cut and dried 
plan,.+the governor’s message dealt 
at length with the taxation plans in 
operation in Kentucky and North 
Carolina and called these to the earn- 
est attextion of the lawmakers. He 
stated that it is probable that no plan 


adopted by any other state would he 
found entirely suitable to Georgia.

No Legal Obstacles. 

The ciiy charter, according to Mr. 
Smith, authorizes the use of the 
Chattahoochee river water power for 
waterworks purposes and no legal 
obstacles are forseen in the way of 
building the plant. ‘ 

The plans for the new development 
are being drawn up under supervi- 
son of Paul H. Norcross and have 
not been completed. They will pro- 
vide, however, tor a huge dam across 
the Chattahoochee river at a pvint 
about twe miles* above the site of 
the present pumping station. An 
enormous intake water main will be 
extended into the river behind the 
dam and water will be carried, by 
force of gravity, from the river at 
this point to well and power station, 
which will remain on its present site, 

Turbines on the other side of the 
dum will utilize the rest of the riv- 
er's flow to generate electric power 
which will be transmitted througn 
electric cables’ to the dynamos and 
other electric power equipment which 
will be installed at the pumping sta- 
tion to supplant the present steam 
engines. 

These pumps will force the water 
through the mains, which will ulti- 
mately have 72,000,000 gallons per 
day capacity, up to four miles to the 
city reservoirs where it is filtered and 
forced on through the hundreds of 
miles of water mains and water pipes 
that form a network under the'streets 
of Atlanta. The hydroelectric power 
generated at the new dam would be 
sufficient to supply all power needs 
of the city waterworks. 


Would Close Intake Main. 


The present intake main, which is 
located at a point some distance below 
the site of the proposed dam,- would 
be closed and left in place for emer- 
gency use. It has a capacity of about 
40,000,000 gallons of water per day. 
The proposed new intake would have 
a capacity of 80,000,000 gallons per 
day. The steam engines in use at

New York, July 5.—The steamship 
Leviathan, reconditioned by the gov- 
ernment at a cost of more than 
$8,000,000 and now on the high seas 
on her first trip under the American 
flag in the transatlantic’ passenger 
service, “never mad e any money 
and never will,” Rear Admiral 
Charles H. Plunkett, commandant at 
the Brooklyn navy yard, declared in 
an address today before the Brooklyn 
Rotary club. 

The great liner, like the British Ma- 
jestic and Berengaria, is too large and 
papmnre for practical operation, he 
said. 

Rear Admiral Plunkett also de- 
nounced international conferences as 
a means of securing -world peace, as. 
serting that they were “purely a 
waste of. time.” 

“They have simply resulted in en- 
gendering bad feeling among many ot 
the nations of the world,” he added. 
“What we want is peace on earth, 
but the outlook is not goad.” 

Peace can be maintained only by 
force, he continued, adding that trea- 
ties generally are ignored after twen- 
ty-five years. The American navy, 
he said, was in good condition to keep 
this peace, and the “problems of the 
hour,” was the development of a 
merchant marine. It was in this 
connection thst he pronounced the 
Leviathan a white elephant. 

The steamers Agamemnon and Mt. 
Vernon, he said, should be recondi- 
tioned at once, and he was seeking to

4. Generous treatment and a square deal 
to the Confederate veterans. 

5. Real economy in state, 
municipal government. 

In addressing the general assembly I am, 
therefore, assuming that there is general 
unanimity af opinion that the present ad 
valorem or general property tax system 
has broken down in Georgia as it has in 
every other state, and that the present 
system as now administered is no longer 
tolerable. 

The program adopted by the people calls 
for enactment of a tax system which will 
take the place of the tax equalization law 
by forcing a fair share of the burden of 
expense of the government upon a class of 
property qwners who have hitherto escaped 
taxation—the owners of intangible property. 
The plan will not increase the tax on real 
estate or tangible personal property now 
fairly taxed, although it contemplates rais- 
ing funds to furnish free school books and 
meeting the state’s obligations to the Con- 
federate veterats.

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Problems of “W ar Debts and Reparations’’ 


olution of 


Savannah, Ga., July 5.—(Special.) 
The leading article in The Cotton 
Record, a monthly authority on the 
cotton situation and published to the 
trade in a dozen foreign lands as well 
as sent to cotton men all over the 
United States, is upon “War Debts 
and Keparations.” 

That journal strongly believes that 
cotton’s position is wrapped up in the 
European financial situation. 

The article quotes a “financier of 
the south” in suggestion of a plan for 
arranging matters in Europe to the 
mutual satisfaction of all concerned. 

It is understood that this financier 
is Mills B. Lane, of the Citizens and 
Southern bank of Savannah, which 
has also banks at Atlanta, Macon and 
Augusta and branches of its subsid- 
iary organization in other cities 
south and east. 

The article is as follows in the is- 
sue of The Record to be mailed to- 
morrow: 

WAR DEBTS AND REPARATIONS 
(From The Cotton Record.) 

“It is now nearly five years since 
the armistice was signed. There was 
every ground for expecting that long 
ere this the world would have been 
well on the road to reconstruction 
and rehabilitation; yet so far at least 
as continental Europe’ is concerned, 
the world is getting nowhere. It 
seems practically impossible to ar- 
rive at any satisfactory basis for set- 
tlement of the disputes over war debts 
and reparations. And in the mean- 
time the world trade is strangled by 
the demoralization in exchange. 

“Germany is in the position of a 
man who esteeming himself immune 
from all responsibility, recklessly de- 
vastated the property of others; and 
then when finally checked and called 
to account, was found to be quite un- 
able to make adequate amends for de- 
struction he had done. It is obvious 
that Germany, while unable to put 
things back where they were, should 
be made to make good to the extent of 
her ability; this is only reasonable jus- 
tice, but at the same time nothing is 
to be gained by insisting upon terms 
impossible of fulfillment. 

“Germany owes her former enemies 
a staggering debt for reparations, and 
the victorious allies owe the United 
States enormous amounts for war 
loans. The people of the United 
States are carrying these debts, and 
are becoming restive under the burden 
of what they regard as excessive tax- 
ation. Germany is a country of great 
resources: it has been rendered finan- 
cially bankrupt by the war, but other- 
wise has suffered little impairment. 
Once fairly on the way Germany 
would in a wonderfully brief time 
demonstrate how a really efficient peo- 
ple can recover: but there must be no 
attempt at dodging on the part of Ger- 
many, or at tying industrious hands 
on the other part. 

“One of ‘the most clear-seeing finan- 
ciers in the south is convinced that 
there is a way of arranging the in- 
volved matters to the mutual satisfac- 
tion and advantage of all concerned. 
Following ig a condensed skech of the 
proposed plan. 

“In payment of the debt for war 
loans, the United States will accept 
from each of the debtor countries 
bonds made by Germany for an equal 
amount. These bonds to be for long 
term, at a moderate rate of interest, 
and endorsed by the several countries 


invelved. Thus England will liquidate 


her debt to the United States by de-| 


livery of the German bonds, endorsed 
by England: and the same 


with ' 


France and the other countries. This 
would eliminate the major part of the 
reparation claims, and the remainder 
could then be settled with shorter term 
bonds to the several countries. 

“It may be objected that the other 
countries would probably be unwilling 
to put their endorsement on the bonds 
of Germany, but that would be en- 
tirely unreasonable. As the matter 
now stands, they owe the money di- 
rectly to the United States; under the 
suggested bond issue there would be 
only a contingent obligation, the only 
obligation arising from a possible de- 
faulting by Germany. Then it would 
be of a paramount importance that 
Germany shvuld not default on in- 
interest payments; and they would 
not be disposed to take any steps 
which would tend to embarrass Ger- 
many in her work of. rehabilitation. 
Moreover, it would be quite too much 
to expect of the American people that 
they should agree to assume the un- 
divided burden of the German war 
obligations. It would be an altogether 
different question when each coun- 
try’s share is endorsed and guaran- 
teed by that particular country. Witb 
the tangled problems of reparations 
and war debts thus settled, at least 
provisionally, Europe might at last 
return to a real peace basis, and Ger- 
many could employ all her enormous 
resources in the rebuilding of the na- 
tional wealth. 

“Now comes the second part of the 
program, the establishing of the ma- 
chinery through operation of which 
will derive the restoration of commer- 
cial confidence and the cessation of 
the demoralization in international ex- 
change. To this end it is proposed 
that the United States will form a 
great international bank, the main 
offices in this country, and branches 
in such other countries as may be 
found useful or desirable. The in- 
ternational bank will be formed on 
much the same model as the present 
federal reserve bank; its capital will 
be the bonds, made by Germany, en- 
dorsed by the several other countries, 
and finally backed by the credit of the 
United States. The international bank 
will be empowered to issue currency to 
the amount of say 80 per cent of the 
face of the bonds held. These notes 
will be legal tender in foreign coun- 
tries for all debts or moneys due this 
country: in payment of bills of ex- 


change against shipments of commodi- | 


ties, and for interest on the bonds, but 

would not be exchangeable for gold. 
“This would automatically put a 

stop to the wild fluctuations in foreign 


exchange, which have been such a 
serious unsettlement to foreign com- 
merce. In fact, risks from the erratic 
variations in rates of exchange have 
been even greater than those arising 
from fluctuations in the prices of the 
commodities themselves. Exchange 
between the central bank and all its 
branches would be virtually at par, the 
dollar in the one as good as the dollar 
in another. the only variations being 
such as reasonably attend the transfer 
of funds from one place to another in 
hanking: almost like the current rates 
for domestic exchange. Automatically 
also it would serve to check the undue 
piling up of gold in this country, and 
thus in another way operate to 
store equilibrium. It would be a great 
relief to foreigners, and also an im- 
mense aid to American shippers. The 
only ones to obiect will probably be 
eome dealers in foreign exchange, who 
have enormously enriched themselves 
by the manipulation of exchange 
rates.” 


Why France

There are voices in America and in 


Europe which call upon France and 
Belgium to abandon their adventure 
in the Ruhr and to release the stran- 
glehold they now have upon the in- 
dustrial nerve-center of Germany.

discovered Americas, abandoned her | 
campaign in the Netherlands and re- | 
called her armies. 

With that move she sealed her own | 
fate and sank away from the high 
position she had occupied in the six- 
teenth and seventeenth century to be- 
come a second rate power. The vic- 
tory of the Hollanders was the signal 
for universal attack. She lost her 
colonies one by one and never again

I cer- 
tainly do. And I have tried nobly to 
give credit where credit igs due—let 
them divide it amongst themselves. 

“Infant Care’ is obtainable for a 
nickel, a half dime.

You get this 
free book of a hundred pages, all 
about the care and feeding of babies, 
by sending your 5 cents to the super- 
intendent of documents, govern- 
ment printing office, Washington, D. 
C., and asking him to mail you a copy 
of bureau publication No. 8, “Infant 
Care,” United States department of 
labor, children’s bureau, ‘Then you 
wait a few weeks, Everybody should 
learn to labor and to wait. After 
a few weeks Inaybe you'll get an of- 
ficial letter from Washington about 
it, something noncommittal, and you 
wonder whether they have turned 
your request over to the secret service 
for investigation, ‘Then a few months 
later you get another franked mes- 
sage which fills you with anxiety and 
fiarm., Finally, about 19 years after- 
ward, when the baby is away at col- 
lege, you get the free pamphlet.

Cha involving the alleged use 
of city laborers for the personal gain 
of two veteran sanitary inspectors, 
will be aired by the sanitary commit- 
tee of city council at its next regular 
ome iday, July 13, it was de- 
cided by the committee in session 
Thursday. The accused inspectors 
soo W. R. Mauldin and J. E. Simp- 
«n. The cases of both were presented 
to the committee by Mayor Walter 
A. Sims, based on complaints made 


to him. 
It is alleged that Inspector Maul- 
din used laborers in the gang under 


his direction to sort good bricks out 


of the rubbish removed from the M. 
Rich brothers’ store, excavation and 
gave the bricks to certain »ple in 
consideration of presents A gp ye iced 
kinds, including a suit of clothes. 
Mauldin emphatically denied the 
charges against him and told the com- 
mittee that he would submit wit- 
nesses and affidavits at its next 
meteing, which would exonerate him. 

Mayor Sims had declared Thurs- 
day morning that Mauldin had been 
playing politics and “going around 
knocking the city administration in- 
stead of doing the work the city paid 
him to do” and it had been rumored 
around the city hali that Mayor Sims 
would ask that he be discharged for 
that reason. Mauldin had been re- 
ported to the mayor as saying that 
“Mayor Sims is trying to run the 
whole town and people wouldn't elect 
him even as dog-catcher if he tried 
to run again.” No formal reference 
was made to these statements at the 
committee meeting, the mevement to 
discharge Mauldin being based entire- 
ly on the charges of misuse of his an- 
thority. . 

It is alleged that Inspector Simp- 
son used one of the laborers in a 
gang under his direction as a _ per- 
sonal chauffeur and another as a 
cook in his restaurant on Edgewood 


avenue, while both were drawing pay | 


from the city for work in the sani- 
tary department. Simpson was not 
present at the meeting but Chief 
John Jentzen, of the sanitary depart- 
ment, expressed disbelief in the 
charges. It was also alleged that 
Simpson made a practice of lending 


money to ‘laborers during the week ; 


and holding out of thejr pay at the 
end of the week an amount to include 
interest at 25 per cent per week.

Washington, Ga., July 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Sheriff W. §S. Harrison, of 
Lincoln county, who is reported to 
have shot and killed Frank H. and 
Wayne Cullars, two brothers, early 
last night near Lincolnton, following 
a fight on the public highway when 
officers ,and the Cullars brothers mex, 
came to Washington at midnight with 
Sheriff George M. Walton upon the 
advice of his friends in Lincolnton 
where sentiment for and against him 
is very sharply divided. 

He spent last night and today ‘n 
Washington, guest of Sheriff Walton, 
but has not been placed under arres 
No warrant for his arrest had been 
issued up to noon today, but it is un- 
derstood here that such action is cer- 
tain to be taken and will be served by 
proper authorities under the law at 
Washington Friday morning. 

When seen by The Constitution 
representative Sheriff Harrison state. 
that he had nothing to conceal, that 
he had to shoot in self-defense, but 
further than that statement he did 
not desire to talk. He did state, how- 
ever, that he had been very busy dur 
ing Wednesday serving more than 30 
notices upon various citizens of Lin- 
coln county, among the number being 
Frank Cullars, the older of the two 
brothers now dead. 

Served Papers. 

e “I served papers on Frank Wed- 
nesday morning,” Sheriff Harrison 
stated, “and he and his family met 
me very pleasantly, all appearing to 
be in the friendliest sort of humor.” 
_ Later in the afternoon Sheriff Har- 
rison stated that he had been called 
by citizens who stated that Frank and 
Wayne Cullars had been creating 
trouble there in the town, and bad 
terrorized citizens with their cursing 
and discharge of firearms and threat- 
ened the city officials who made a 
CaSe against them for disorderly con: 
duct. From *he information given 
him at that tin Sheriff Harrison 
Stated that he Knew the Cullar brotb- 
ers were drinking and were urmed. 


Sheriff Harrison met Frank and 
Wayne Cullars in an automobile going 
—_ their home at Goshen, just 
as they were ovetaken by Deputy 
Sheriff L. Burgess. ‘The Cullar 
boys were in a car with Will Dozier 
and Frank Gullebeau, who were the 
only eye-witnesses to the tragedy 
which has caused a tremendous sensa- 
tion in Lincoln county and is said 
to have arrayed afresh the liquor and 
anti-liquor elements of .the county 
against each other. 

When Sheriff Harrison came near 
the car in which the Cullar brothers 
were returning to their home, Frank 
Cuflars, according to the sherif, cursed 
him with a vile oath and invited him 
to come and “search the car for liquor, 
if that’s what you are after.” At the 
same time Deputy Sheriff Burgess 


/and Wayne Cullars were exchanging 
heated remarks concerning the arrest 


of the brothers in Lincolnton a few 


‘hours earlier. 


Got Officer’s Gun. 
: At this point, it is stated, Wayne 
Cullars cursed the deputy sheriff and 
advanced on him. In a personal com- 
bat between Deputy urgess and 
Wayne Cullars, the latter is ssid to 
have wrenched the officer's pistol from 
him, and it was at this juncture that 
Sheriff Harrison is said to have 
shot Wayne Cullars.

The first thing. in golf is to ger 
away from tee properly. It is not 
necessary to drive a ball further than 

our opponent, but it is necessary to 
hit the ball well dowr the course 
where you will have position if not 
extreme length. JI think any sensi- 
ble golfer would rather take chances 
on getting the drive away properly 
than he would on sinking his putt. 
A missed drive might be costly in- 
deed, while a missed putt may not 
count for more than one stroke. 


Inspires Confidence. 

The thrill that comes in hitting a 
long tee shot has made golf the pop- 
ular game that it is teday. It mar 
not be advisable to spend all one’s 
time learning the wooden club shots, 
but a certain amount of attention 
should be paid to this department of 
the game, if for no other reason than 
to give ont confidence. A good drive 
usually gives one reason to think 
that the next shot will be a good orie 
aiso, and a good shot is more likely 
to follow than if one hit a poor tee 
shot. 

The fanit with most duffers and 
beginners is in attempting to hit 
the ball too hard. A_ well timed 
swing wich the force applied in the 
proper miunner produces far better re- 
sults than if one slugged the ball for 
all he was worth. This we all know 
as “pressing.” <A duffer presses with- 
out knowing how to hit the ba'l 
preperly. For instance, he will either 
Swing back so fast that all rhythm is 
lost, or he will throw his body inio 
the swing before the clubhead has 
connected with the ball. These two 
faults stop many an ambitious golfe- 
from advancing far in the game. ‘To 
succeed one must learn these im- 
portant things at the beginning. 

Most golfers are very impatient an. 
do not like to wait for the clubhead. 
When reminded of this fault they are 
at a loss to know how to correct it. 
The only way to obtain any result: 
that will be satisfactory is to hold 
the body perfectly still until the club- 
head is on the ball. TI start the club 
back with the left hand doing the 
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pushing, as it Is easier to push with 
the left hand than to pull withthe 
right; this is why the principal work 
in hitting the ball is done with the 
right. One does net have much power 
rer By the club through with the left 

and. * 

Flying Elbows Dangerous. 

Important things to remember in 
the back swing is to keep the right 
elbow well in to the side. If one 
will tuck both elbows in and pivot he 
will get an idea of what the swing 
should be. Flying elbows are danger- 
ous. They prevent the club from 
descending in the same track it has 
taken in going up. ; 

A straight left arm is all right for 
the golfer with a very flat swing, but 
it is impossible for the upright swing- 
er. The elbow should bend a little ty 
permit the club to take its position 
over the’ shoulder. The full swing 
means a horizontal position at the 
top. The club points to the line of 
flight and the toe of the club points 
to the ground. The weight, when in 
this position is mostly on the right 
leg. The left heel is off the ground 
because the body has pivoted more or 
less on the right leg. 

This is one-half of the golf swing. 
The pupil now has the club over the 
shoulder all ready to start hitting. 
I will explain the second half in my 
next article.

Tom Gibbons his fight with Dempsey

In this case, 
however, use half starch and half 
boracic. 

Sea bathing is very good for the 
feet, it makes them less tender, it is 
more cleansing than even soap and 
water, it does wonders in preventing 
corns.

‘added, or soda, cut or file off the 
callous, pdint with collodion, rub 
every dey afterwards with cold cream.

New York, July 5.—A further de- 
cline during today’s early trading in 
cotton was followed by covering, 
which appeared to be started by rath- 
er a less favorable weekly review 
of crop conditions from the weather 
bureau than expected and was later 
stimulated -by reports of a_ better 
tone in the stock market. After sell- 
ing off to 23.22, or 43 points net 
lower, October rallied to 23.88, or 23 
points net higher, and closed at 23.77. 

The general list closed steady at 
declines of 2 to 7 points on August 
and September, but generally 15 to 
40 points net higher. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 2 to 20 points, in response to weak 
Liverpool cables and reports of good 
weather in the south over the Fourth. 
There was considerable buying by 
houses with Japanese connections, but 
the demand was readily supplied with 
selling, encouraged by expectations of 
a very favorable weekly weather re- 
port, the unsettled early ruling of the 
stock market and the complaints of a 
continued povr demand for cotton 
goods. July was relatively easy under 
liquidation, selling off to 25.50, or 47 
while new crop 
months showed net losses of about 
40 to 43 points with December touch- 
ing 22.75 during the middle of the 
morning. 

The weekly review of the weather 
bureau said that cotton had made 
fair to very good progress. except the 
late planted in dry sections. where 
it was poor, but mentioned so many 
poor spots in the belt and contained 
sO many references to _ inereased 
weevil. activity, that it proved a 
disappointment to recent sellers. This 
started covering, and the afternoon 
was distinctly steadier. 

There was very little July for sale 
after the early break and that month 
led the rally, selling up to 26.45, 
45 points, with December selling at 
23.38. The close was 5 to 10 points 
off from the best under realizing.

Capital of New Companies 
In June Largest Since 1920 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, July 5.—Those who 
think that the business men of the 
country are not hopeful and confi- 
dent of the future, will find highly 
significant figures to the contrary 
in today’s statement showing that 
for the month of June new compa- 
nies with $100,000 capitalization or 
more iormed, having a total capitali- 
zation of $1,403,336,000, the largest 
for any month since May of 1920, 
when $1,417,613,000 was reported. 

The june figures of $1,403,336,000 
compares with $817,229,000 for May 
of this year and $297,557,000 for 
June of 1922. 

All lines of industry are represent- 
ed in the new companies formed last 
month. For the six months the fig- 
ures are $4,338,045,000 ‘against $4,- 
195,047,000 for the first half of 
1922, 

Bearing on the overproduction in 
the crude oil, it is of interest to 
find that new companies show a 
falling off of from $53,250.000 in 
June of last year to $48,899.090 this 
year. Pt
